Cleveland Police Working On 
Footpad Theory. 

SLAYING OF A MILLIONAIRE 



When Attorney W. L. Rice Was Shot 
Down at Approach to Hit Home the 
Murderer Left No Clue, and Police 
Are Baffled by the Caae — Theory 
That Millionaire Was Slain by Busi- 
ness Enemies Exploded. 

The murder of W. L. Rice, million- 
aire attorney and clubman, at Cleve- 
land. Ohio, la still a mystery. After 
working two days and running down 
many nearclues, the entire irollce 
force are baffled. They have no re- 
sults. The theory that Klce was mur- 
dered by business enemies has ex- 
ploded. 

The widow of the murdered man 
and her four daughters have arrived 
from their summer home in Massachu- 
setts. Accompanying Mra. illce and 
her children was William Nelson 
Cromwell, the New York attorney and 

le eastern associate of Rlee. 

The theory of murder by footpadH 
la the only one left. Hut there was no 
robbery. An envelope filled with bills 
was left untouched In Rice's inner : 
pocket. Hla trouser pocket was filled 
with allver and he wore a watch and 1 
lewelry. 

Bullet Penetrated Brain. 

The autopsy showed that only one of 
the two bullets fired at him penetrated 
the brain. The second glanced off. It 
was discovered that Rice was struck 
on the head with some heavy Instru- 
ment, possibly a blackjack or pistol 
and probably knocked down. The cor- 
oner expressed a belief that the shots 
were fired after he was felled by the
